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THE DRAKE BRASS AND COPPER. 


_A. W. Drake, art editor of the Century 
magazine for many years, has been long an 
amateur of old brass and copper. In his 


lectable specimens he has traversed many 
countries, sought patiently yet eagerly in 
exotic climes for the bizarre bit of brass, 
for the glow that radiates from indenta- 
tions of some curving copper. That his 
twenty-five or thirty years excursions have 
been rewarded one may easily see by going 
to. the American Art Galleries, Madison 
Square South, any day this week, where 
the collection is on view—the sale begins 
this afternoon. And let us‘state at once 
that.no such collection bas ever been offered 
to the public in this country and seldom in 
any other. It is unique. 
gold does not glitter: coppers and brass are 
the rulers of this realm. 


gentle, insistent pursuit of rare and de-. 


Here all that is | 


“As great copper pans go the clangour | 


of the rhymes”; this line by George Moore ' 


was once admired by young writers for its 
swinging rhythm. Mr. Moore is speaking 
of a de Heredia sonnet; but if he could 
visit the glimpses of Mr. Kirby’s battle- 
field in the four or five upper rooms of the 
American Art Galleries he might note both 
the copper and the “clangour,” and in 
Nearly 2,000 
pieces of every conceivable shape but an 
ugly one, of a half hundred tints and tones, 
confront you, and if there is only a drop of 
jnk in your veins, it longs for expression, 
longs for the privilege of painting in prose 
these multitudinous lovely and comforting 
objects. The eye is ravished by form un- 
burdened with any message but its own 
quaint or ornamental beauty, Involun- 
tarily the names of Balzac, of Gautier, of 


| Zola, and last, though not least, of Huys- 


mans arise in your memory, for these 
great writers achieved many victories in 
the field of description of inanimate sub- 
stances. Recall the old shop in “La Peau de 
Chagrin”; recall Gautier’s mummy tale 
with its fabulous antiquary collection; 
recall Zola’s descriptions of cheese and 
vegetables in “Le Ventre de Paris,” or 
Huysmans’s mordant etchings of shop win- 
dows and shop girls’ workrooms—and re- 
member then that any of these four fabulists 
would find magnificent material for their 
pens in the Drake collection. The mere 
enumeration of objects isa pleasing essay 
toward enlarging one’s vocabulary.

Utility and adornment are mingled alike 
in these objects for church, kitchen, palace 
and households. Candlesticks, pans, bot- 
tles, cups, coffee pots, samovars, kettles, 
lamps, jars, sugar boxes, vases, tankards, 
salt boxes, mugs, pitchers, milk cans, cru- 
cifixes, Hanukah lights, Hebrew votive 
candlesticks, urns, warming pans, spirit 
measures, copper lids, shields, Japanese 
fire boxes, Spanish braseros, tea jars, 
knobs, keys, brass mortars, Turkish copper 
buckets, Dutch brass circular sconces, 
bowls, plates, medals, brass foot warmers, 
jardiniére, braziers, vessels, trays, copper 
bottles, brass lamp standards, copper jelly 
moulds, Indian brass hookahs, a copper 
weather vane, copper coffee spouts, oval 
copper canisters, ewers, canteros, cake 
moulds, copper pails, brass and copper oil 
cans, old brass alms receivers, Russian 
copper vodka barrel—you gaze. at this 
thirst provoker with awe—Russian church 
bowls, quart measures, cigar cutters, can- 
delabra, old Chinese ceremonial basins, 
chocolate pitchers from Russia, Italian 
scaldinos, shovels, Dutch brass wall foun- 
tains, copper stills, copper egg _ boilers, 
brass siphons, barber basins, copper 
plaques, brass racks, lanterns of many 
varieties, spear heads, flintlock Moorish 
muskets, trumpets, scoops, incense burn- 
ers, spigots, lion heads, Italian copper 
water carriers, Italian brass Lotas—spiral 
ribbed ornamentation—peat pots, candy 
pans, foot stoves, cymbals for symbolists in 
brass, bronze skillets, ladles, Moorish lamps, 
brackets, fire boxes, pipes, charm boxes, 
water jars, strainers, wine coolers, colanders 
—the beheading of John the Baptist without 
the Strauss music on an Italian plaque; 
ball shaped vessels, old German copper 
tankards for. beer drinkers of Rabelaisian 
capacity; dippers, spoons, church pieces, 
fish trays, muffin pans, flasks, inkwells, 
Venetian yoke, ship’s binnacle, bells, 
dishes, frying pans, lemonade carriers, um- 
brella stands, and samovars, samovars, 
samovars! Everything that is made of 
brass is here—except the heart of a politi- 
cian. 

And what variations in shapes, figures, 
designs, silhouettes, forms, masses! Every 
arabesque, spiral, scroll, curve, wavy or 
straight line, every twist and tortured 
turn imaginable is to be seen, recording 
the individual] fantasies of artisans—let us 
rather say artists—who worked for love 
and not gain; worked with their own hands 
and without machinery. Time is money 
in our crowded times, in the age of brass 
and copper time meant leisure for artistic 
experiments—that is, when not occupied 
in murdering foes or running off with their 
wives and cattle. Every epoch has its 
consolations. Ours is to enjoy such mas- 
terpieces, rude or finished, as we encounter 
in this Drake collection. 
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It was gathered from the four points of 
the compass. To master it is to become 
an adept in metallic and colored sonorities 
‘nd to have entered the domain of eth- 
nology. From Spain—Madrid, Seville, 
Salamanca, from its small towns; from 
Granada; from St. Petersburg, Moscow and 
other places in Russia, from its kitchens 
and churches, its shops and palaces; from 
Italy, Palermo, in Sicily; from Morocco, 
Tlemcen, Tangier, Tetuan; from Holland, 
England, Mexico; from India, Switzerland, 
Egypt, Germany, Persia, Japan, Syria, 
Africa, Asia, Scandinavia, China, America, 
France—the list swells at every fresh peep 
—from all these lands are there superb 
specimens. 

For years Mr. Drake has lent parts of his 
collection to clubs, to exhibitions for char- 
ity, to his friends, to art exhibitions. In 
‘his own home they lighted up his hearth; 
in the American Art Galleries they shed no 
such soft lustre, but burn instead with a 
fulgurating gleam; fanfares of molten 
luminosity. smite the eyes, dazzle them. 
What Huysmans would call “a rutilant 
confusion of flames” plays on the dull or 


_ burnished surfaces of great copper pans, or 
- rebound, iridescent rays, from the bosses 


~ 


- “And the heavens were as brass!” 


on some huge Spanish water jar. It is all 
a symphony in high lights, the orchestration 
violent; from the sinister irradiations on 
the marvellous repoussé work, to the rever- 
berations of echoing brass. After an hour 
these silent shining surfaces become almost 
vocal. To live with one or two,or even 
half dozen of them, must be a joy; -they 
enforce no moral in these moral-mad days, 
when music and painting have become 
vehicles for ideas a world too wide for them; 
but to live with the entire collection——! 


_ It would require nerves of iron to resist the 
_ domination of such impersonal, yet power- 


ful, metal magnetism. The medium is too 
insistently tangible; it cannot be escaped; 
it threatens with its many faced splendors, 
They 
might become so in the presence of this 
sombre and sparkling assemblage. 

The old brass pail, No. 465, will attract 
many. It bears the date 1775, and a name, 
“Marie Mercier.” There is a big Spanish 

| chafing dish, No. 1008. Look at it care- 
fully. The silver plated Russian Church 
; piece, No. 1227, is a spire with square base; 
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figures of stars, angels, are at its corners; 
and surmounted by a Christ and cross. 
The numerous samovars will drive a man 
to drink (tea). An Adam and Eve, No. 
1305, is a large Dutch brass church plaque. 
The tree and the serpent are surrounded 
with a circle of hearts. Bosses and inci- 
sions ornament the rim. It recalls Lucas 
van Leyden or Cranach in its naiveté and 
nudity. Another copper plaque, ham- 
mered, is a Crusader on horseback, No. 
1280. A hammered brass Danish plaque; 
No. 1300, represents Caleb and Joshua 
with the grapes of Eshcol. There is but 
one mate to this in the world—in Europe. 
And the Hanukah lights, with their sym- 


| bolical candlesticks, foliated in design— 


/ seem homelike; so do the kegs.

_ pieces, exquisitely chased, are to be seen 


in No. 1351; brass temple oil pot, Syrian 


copper pitcher, Russian copper pitcher. 


Bowls with vast bellies with shell shaped 
ornaments delight the eye by their grace- 
ful curves. The secrets of geometry are 
enclosed within their noble lines. An old 
hammered Russian copper plaque shows 
the portrait of Peter the Great in its deep 
centre. Bosnia contributes a celebrated 
tray; Arabic.inscriptions may be deciphered 
on richly hued shields. A brass English 
churn shape milk can bears the British 
coat of arms and the inscription, “W. Lam- 
beth, Cow Keeper.” No. 74 is a rare find; 
though an unassuming piece. It is a Rus- 

sian bean pot in copper, the bottom dove- 

tailed. A collector in amorous ecstasy 

over it said he had been searching for its 
like over ten years. And he may not get 
it after all. The very large old hammered 
oval copper Iberian water jar (No. 1656) 

has handles at neck and cover surmounted 

with brass knob. The straight neck is 
surrounded with two riveted collars, the 
lower one revealing a dog tooth ornament. 

The handles and space between collars are 

decorated with incised herringbone orna- 

ment. The jar is from Madrid.
